GENERAL OTIS TO SAIL WITH 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—[{Special.)— 

Part of the land force, including the heavy 
siege arid mortars, are now at Key 
West, if, indeed, they are not actually on 
the sea south of the coast of Cuba. 
_ Rapid progress is being made by the War 
department toward perfecting arrangements 
for the invasion of Cuba. Five more trans- 
ports were chartered today, and together 
with two little steamships, the Hudson and 
Mantea, recently acquired, were ordered to 
Tampa immediately to take on troops for 
Cuba. 

Two of the new transports, the Louisiana 
and Comanche of the Cromwell Steamship 
gompany, were at New York this morning, 
‘but the moment Assistant Secretary Meikie- 
john closed the contracts by telegraph this 
afternoon the vessels were ordered to set 
sail for Florida. The Knickerbocker of the 
Clyde line was chartered at New Orleans, 
‘where the Mantea and Hudson have been 
moored, and all three were sent orders to pro- 
ceed to Tampa, while the same directions 
were given to the Specialist and Unionist, 
which were chartered from a British steam- 
ship company at Mobile. 

Although Secretary Meiklejohn is anxious 
to close contracts for other transports the 
department rejected the sailing vessel Ro- 
anoke, owned by Arthur Sewall & Co. of 
Bath, Me., this afternoon without making 
public the reason. In some quarters, the re- 
jection was attributed to Mr. Sewall's poli- 
ties, but this was denied by the officials. 

It was when Mr. Meikléjohn finished his 


work for the day that he gave imperative | 
orders ‘with regard to the new transports 


which he declared are necessary to augment 
the trafigport fleet. He airected his acsist- 
_ ants to have the new vessels equipped while 


: en route with improvised berths and other 


accommodations so that upon their arrival 
-at Tampa they will be ready to receive sup- 
plies and troops without delay.

British flag, being owned by an English 
eyndicate. The Comanche is the largest and 
swiftest of the new vessels and capable of 
carrying from 1,200 to 1,500 soldiers, besides 
ammunition and supplies. The Specialist 
and the Uniohist will carry 1,200 each, but 
the capacity of the Knickerbocker and Lou- 
isiana is limited to 500 each, while the Hud- 
son and Mantea can carry only about 250 
each. 

Secretary Meiklejohn’s entire time is taken 
up with negotiations for transports, and he 
paid today it would be necessary to secure 
twenty more before the department will 
have a sufficient number of vessels to trans- 
port the entire invading army to Cubs:, and 
from this it is inferred by experts of fhe 
department that it is the intention of the 
administration to effect numerous landings 
at different parts of the island in simulta- 
neous order. When questioned upon this 
point, however, Mr. Meiklejohn refused to 
commit himself, saying Cuba would be in-

While American merchants with business in- 
terests in South America are largely respon- 
sible for the removal of the censorship the 
fact that there are no American warships 
in South American waters at the present 
time made an argument in: favor of their 
demand, as the government would have no 
pressing motive in exercising censorship 
over the cables from South American ports, 
since both the Marietta and Buffalo, which 
were the only United States vessels in South 
American waters whose movements required 
shielding, are said to have reached America 
in safety. 

“* While censorship has been removed from 
the South American cables,”’ said General 
Greely, *‘ restrictions are still in force over 
the West Indian wires of the same corpora- 
tions and they are expected to refuse all 
cipher messages destined to any of the 
islands to prevent repetition of the tactics 


‘employed by the Spaniards over the lines 


to Brazil and Venezuela. The practice was 
to send cipher messages to South America 
and have them transmitted back to America 
and thence to the West Indies, which is a 
quicker and less expensive route than via 
Europe. I have discovered a method where- 
by this plan can be easily detected and for 
that reason America will lose nothing by 
allowing the telegraph companies to resume

‘Final Vote on War Revenue. 

Senator Allison said tonight that in all 
probability a final vote on the war revenue 
measure would be reached by Saturday even:

ments which may provoke unexpected dis 
cussion. One of these will come from Sen- 
ator Wolcott tomorrow, and it is in the 
nature of a compromise on the subject of 
the coinage of the silver bullion now in the 
Treasury. As there is an undoubted. free 
coinage majority in the Senate on the mere 
merits of the question, aside from war issues, 


some of the more weak-kneed Republicans | 


are inclined to accept a compromise, in spite 
of the fact that it will certainly result ina 
deadlock between the House and the — 

Senator Wolcott’s amendment provides for 
the coinage of $4,000,000 worth of bullion per 
month, crediting one-half of that to the 
seigniorage, and the other half to be reserved 
of course for the redemption of outstanding 
silver certificates. It is) figured out that 
under this plan it would take twenty-one 
months to coin the $42,000,000 nominally be- 
longing to the seigniorage, while the same 
time would be required to coin the same 
amount of silver which would be held in the 
vaults and would not be added to the cir- 
culation, as silver certificates would ave to 
be retired to take its place.

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STANDARD OIL 
NOT SUBMIT TO 
_ PROPOSED WAR TAX. 


General Solicitor for the Greatest 
of All Trusts Declares the Meas- 
ure Is Unconstitutional and His 
Company Will Resent Its Levy. 


New York, June 2.—[Special. ]—The Stand- 
ard Oil company, the greatest of all the 
trusts, so rich that it has never dared to 
tell of its wealth, but admitting that it paid 
$31,040,000 in dividends last year, defies the 
power of the United States government to 
levy taxes upon its gross business for the 
purpose of raising war revenue. 

Through its highest legal adviser, 8. C. 
T. Dodd, this industrial Croesus declared to- 
day that the proposition of Congress to put 
a tax of one-quarter of 1 per cent upon the 
gross receipts of the refiners of petroleum 
and sugar was unjust and unconstitutional 
and would be fought in the court, | 

Efforts made to get a statement from the 
sugar trust, the other great monopoly con- 
cerned, as to whether it, too, would refuse 
to contribute a small ctional part of its 
vast earnings from the people for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the national honor 
failed. Ng officer of the trust who could 
speak with authority could be found. 

In the framing of this war revenue bill 
Congress has proposed to tax not only the 
refiners of petroleum and sugar, the im- 
porters of tobacco and liquors, the brew- 
ers, and the manufacturers of patent med- 
icines, but the bankers, the insurance com- 
panies, and others. All have up to this time, 
however, accepted the proposed burden as 
one of the exigencies of war, except ‘the 
Standard Oil company. 

Mr. Dodd, General Solicitor for the Stand- 
ard Oil company, was interviewed today. 

' “ This proposal to tax the gross 

of refiners of petroleum Is really a tax upon 
the Standard Oil company alone, is it not?’”’ 
he was asked. 

“Of course the Standard Oll company 
would be the concern most largely affect- 
ed,’ he answered, diplomatically, “ provid- 
ed that the proposed tax could be collect- 
ed, but I don’t think it could be collected.” 

“ Why could not it be collected?” he was 
asked. 

** Because the tax proposed would not be 

constitutional. 
. “It is not even a uniform tax. It does 
not single out a class of corporations which 
are to be taxed, but autocratically says 
that the corporation which refines a certain 
article, or two certain articles, petroleum 
and sugar, must pay a tax upon its earnings. 
All other corporations are to escape taxa- 
tion. Such a law manifestly could not stand 
the test of the courts.” 

‘Do you mean by that that the Standard 
Oil. company will not submit to this tax by 
the general government?”

“It is rumored that Captain Aunon, Min- 
ister of Marine, has received a dispatch con- 
cerning the state of Admiral Cervera’s ships 
which has not been communicated to the 
press. General Correa, Minister‘ of War, 
said: ‘There is no doubt whatever that 
Admiral Cervera’s squadron is at Santiago. 
Although it is not officially known, there is 
no doubt that Admiral Cervera was on the 
Cristobal Colon as reported in private dis- 
patches.’ 

Madrid, June 2.—Despite the statements 
of the newspapers that Admiral Cervera was 
not present at the bombardment of Santiago 
de Cuba on Tuesday, Captain Aunon, the 
Minister of Marine, in an interview today, 
declared that Cervera hoisted his flag on 
the Cristobal Colon in order to direct the 
Spanish operations, ‘‘ the success of which 
is principally due to Cervera, who has given 
proofs of high strategic ability.” __

Berlin, June 2.—The battle at Santiago on 
Tuesday is generally regarded here as a de- 
feat for the Americans, the political and 
military significance of which, however, will 
prove of little consequence. — 

Navy officials say it may have a moral 
effect for the better for the Spaniards, which 
none will envy them after th® ignominious 
defeat at Manila.

POPE LEO MAKES 


AN APPEAL TO

Venerable Pontiff Urges Spain to 
Rest Satisfied with the Alleged 
Victory at Santiago and Give Up 
the War.

Signal for Action. 

~ . At Io’clock the signal to form column was 

-Jhoisted on the Massachusetts, and the New 

Orleans, Iowa, and Vixen fell in in the order 

named. The Massachusetts steamed slowly 

until about five miles west of the harbor en- 
trance, when it turned in toward the shore, - 
and when about 5,000 yards off turned east 
again and bore down on the harbor, the New 
Orleans being close up and the Iowa half a 
mile behind. The flagship gradually in- 
creased its speed and was soon running 
through the water at the rate of ten knots 
an hour. It drew closer and closer to the 
batteries, and to the anxious watchers on 
the other ships it seemed that it would never 

open fire. 

When, however, the Massachusetts had 

passed the harbor entrance by 500 yards, a 

"= great cloud of white and yellow smoke burst 
from the two thirteen-inch guns in the after 
turret, and two shells rose over the hull, one 
of them striking the Spanish Nagship Cris- 
tobal Colon full and fair as it lay at anchor- 
age, and the other falling alongside. 

The two guns on the forward turret were 

hen fired, and their shells in explodng threw 
up great jets of spray close to the Colon. 

All the shore batteries took up the chal- 
lenge and began a rapid fire at the Massa- 
chusetts. But it was soon beyond their 
range, and the batteries thereupon turned 
their guns on the New Orleans. This cruiser 
- had been directed to pay attention to the 

®patteries, and to draw their fire as much as 
possible, and It obeyed instructions. Its tirst 
shot located a large battery on the hill above 
the Morro. It fiew straight into the fort, 
and must have caused much damage, as a 
great cloud of dust and débria rose as th 
shell burst. | 

Excellent Gunnery 


_A couple more shots sent part of the walls 
of Morro fiying into the air, and then the 
New Orleans confined itself to the batteries, 
its fire being rdpid and extremely accurate. 
. Every shot fired made trouble for Spain. | 

The Iowa came next, and, like the Mas- 

sachusetts, devoted its attention to (he ships 
' Jying within the harbor. Its 12-inch shells 

made the water fly all around that part of 
the harbor in which the Cristobal Colon lay. 

The latter, however, was not seriously dam- 
' aged and kept up its fire unti) long after the 

American ships steamed out of range. 

After the Iowa came the little Vixen, for- 
© merly the yacht Josephine, which appareat- 
ly had no business in.a fight where battle- 
ships were engaged. But it scudded along 
after the Jowa, like a fox terrier following a 
® mastiff, and when at the proper point let 
fiy with its one 6-pouhder and glideaé away, 
proudly. conscious of having doffe its best. 

After the Vixen had passed the forts the 
Massachusetts turned again to the west- 
ward, followed by the cther ships in the 
same order, with the exception of the Vixen, 
which was ordered to keep out of trouble. 
The tronclads. bore down on the harbor once 
more. The flagship kept in until less than 
4,000° yards from thé shore, and then its” 
shelig again began to heave up the waters of 
Santiago harbor.. This time the shore bat- 
teries were better served, and the Spaniards 
replied to the warships’ fire in energetic 
fashion. But nearly all the shots from the 
batteries fell short. 

Then came the New Orleans once more, 
its long, black guns doing fearful work and 
tearing up the ground all around the bat- 
teries in the most savage manner. 

The. Spaniards dropped shells close to the 
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tleship sending a stream of shells into the 
harbor in response. 
Spain’s Ships in Hiding. 
The Spanish ships, with the exception of 
the Cristobal Colon, were behind the hills 
and could not see the Americans, who threw 
shells around them with such rapidity that 
they knew our ships were somewhere on the 
Other side of the hill and then hopefully 
raised the muzzles of their guns and banged 
away. The result was what might have 
been expected. Their fire tore the bosom of 
the Caribbean Sea, but it disturbed noth- 
ing else. 
After the Massachusetts had passed the 
point where it could fire into the harbor with 
advantage it turned to the open sea, the 
other vessels following. That fight was over 
as far as the Americans were concerned. 
demanded that 
some further destruction of gunpowder be 
made, and the ships boomed and the bat- 
teries roared long after the American ves- 
sels were entirely out of range. ; 
The affair soon became ludicrous, as nearly 
all of the Spanish shells fell from two to 
three miles from the vessels at which they 
were aimed. Worse gunnery was never 
seen. One lusty man with a basket of brick- 
bats would be capable of as much destruc- 
tion as the Spaniards seemed capable of 
creating. Not an American vessel was 
struck and not a sailor injured, although 
fully three hundred shots were fired by the 
Spaniards, the Americans firing not over 
one-fourth of that number.

While this report was not fully credited, it 
helped to confirm the belief that the enemy 
was somewhere in the Caribbean Sea.

The smoke indicated that 
they were steaming up for a chase, but 
darkness was coming on and apparently 
they did not think it worth while or they 
might have thought the dispatch boat a 
decoy. Since the American warships began 
to patrol the entire coast the little gun- 
boats are not so saucy. They keep to 
shelter. 

On Friday afternoon the Norwegian 
steamer Kong Frode, bound from Port’An- 
tonio, Jamaica, to Philadelphia, was spoken. 
It had seen neither Spanish nor American. 
warships. ‘The Kong Frode had on board 
the crew and passengers of the Boston 
fruiter Belvidere, which had been wrecked 
in a hurricane, of which we had felt.the 
édgés On Wednesday night. All were res- 
cued. One of the passengers was a young 
American who had been a clerk in a book- 
‘gtore in Havana and wh I had known 
there. He shouted the information that 
things were in a bad way in Havana; that 
Bianco’s military police had chased him and 
others out eight days previously; and that 
they had managed to reach Jamaica. Our 
course took us almost to the Haytien coast, 
but without sight of the enemy’s ships. 

Approaching Cienfuegos carefully before 
sunrise, it Was a surprise to discover that no 
American men-of-war were lying off the 
harbor. All that could be seen was a Span- | 
ish gunboat stealthily creeping along the 
keys at the mouth oftheriver. If there was 
eny shipping in the harbor it could not be 
observed. If the Spanish. men-of-war were 
lying there they could have beenseen. This 
is the third time since hostilities were be- 
gun that the blockade of Cienfuegos has 
been raised. It leaves the whole of the 
Caribbean Sea open. Spanish warships con- 
veying supplies by means of scouts and 
pickets could have learned the situation 
without much danger to themselves, and 
could have landed their supplies in Cienfue- 
gos for transportation by rail to Havana. 

A loafing, leisurely cruise to the south- 
ward past the Isle of Pines brought the dis- 
patch boat into the Yucatan Channel on 
Monday night without having been hailed 
once.

San .Francisco, Cal., June 2.—[Special.]— 
June 10 is the date fixed for the sailing of the 
second expedition to the Philippines. Ac- 
cording to the plans now outlined 8,000 men 
will be taken on five transports. General 
Merritt will be in command. : 

The monitor Monterey is expected to leave 
three da¥s before the main army of invasion, 
Work on the China, Colon. and Zelandia is 
almost completed. The Ohio and Certennial 
are still backward. 

The 10,000 men now in Camps Merritt and 
Presidio have been transformed into brigade 
formations and divisions, and are all ready 
to settle matters with the Spanish army of 
occupation in Manila. 

General Merritt is reaching out for more 
regulars. He is a great believer in the 
trained soldier. He expects to get the Fif- 
teenth Infantry, now in Arizona, and one 
regiment of regulars from the East. 

The hospitality of the coast was never 
better illustrated than now. San Francis. 
co has contributed large sums for equip- 
ment of the soldiers, and the Red Cross 
society work here has never been surpassed, 
Soldiers, chiefly Western volunteers, ha 
been clothed, fed, and cheered by the Rei 
Cross organization. The Red Cross has 
stepped in where Uncle Sam has been back- 
ward and has) furnished the necessaries of 
existence to many men. 

The great slopes that bend down to the 
yolden Gate are covered with volunteers, 
going through field maneuvers and the 
manual of arms. Fully 8,000 men trod 
today the Golden Gate Park, Presidio, and 
the slopes to the bay. 

A regiment of volunteers from South Da- 
kota, numbering 1,008 men, arrived this 
afternoon. The regiment was divided inte 
three battalions, each detachment occupy- 
one train. 

Four batteries of heavy artillery, now sta- 
tioned at the Presidio, will go to Manila 
with the next expedition, and their places at 
the Presidio will be filled by men from the 
ranks of the heavy artillery volunteer force 

now in camp at the Presidio. . 

The report from Washington that the an- 
nexation of Hawaii is about to be consum- 
mated is given much credence by the offi- 
cers at Camp Merritt, and they are already 
figuring on an order to send troops to the 
islands to k after Uncle Sam's interests. 
Some of the volunteers who fear that they 
will not be sent to the Philippines are count- 
ing upon being turned to Hawaii as a place 
of second choice.

Rumor 
gaid there was a “right smart breeze” 
on the ridge or on some hill or other, 
but it did mighty little good in the woods 
of Chickamauga Park. 

The boys of the First took just fifteen 
minutes to get out of camp. The last mule

Nine Hot Miles Over the Hills. 


“The southern route was taken in order to 
cross Chickamauga Creek by the Alexander 
Bridge. Brigadier General M. V. Sheri- 
dan said there was a straight road from 
the bridge to Ringgold, and pointed toa 
bridge as high as Missionary Ridge, and 
faint in the blue, hazy distance, declaring 
there was Ringgold. ‘“ Not over eight or 
nine miles,’’ but eight or nine miles under 
a broiling sun is bad enough when one goes 
afoet and free. But to keep step with your 
company, to halt and wait, to stand atten- 
tion with your rifle, with blanket roll, haver- 
sack, and canteen on your back on a dusty 
road nine miles is a different proposition. 
Then, consider Ringgold is upon a high ridge, 
with any number of intermediate ridges 
between it and camp, and wonder that the 
journey took all day will cease. 

Every carriage passing by the column 
was hailed by the etragglers, and the in- 
variable question gasped out was: “ How 
far to Ringgold?” The Third Pennsylvania 
arrived at the station some time before the 
Illinois command. It was nightfall before 
both regiments were fairly on the cars and 
off for Tampa. The regiments going by 
Rossville fared little better/ One of them 
Was waiting for trains at 7 p. m. 

Colonel Turner had reveille sounded at 
4 a. m. In order to get ready betimes. At 
8:30 the staff and field officers were mount- 
ed, waiting for word to move, and the team- 
sters had their whips in hand. The camp 
showed in brilliant contrast to that of the 
First Ohio Infantry and some others. It was 
as well policed as on any day since the 
volunteer camp was formed. Nothing had 
been left except a dozen boxes of hard- 
tack, which the commissary was unable 
to exchange or sell. The native hucksters 
who had given up buttermilk and garden 
truck for hardtack the night before kicked 
themselves when they saw the big boxes 
of the much-abused army biscuit lying neg- 
lected on the ground. :

SPAIN GROWING. 
SERIOUS DAILY. 


War Absorbs “All Funds and the 
National Subscription Is Proving 
a Failure—Madrid Poor ‘in a 
Pitiable Condition. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO, TRIBUNE.).. 
Madrid, June 2.—The economic situation 

in Spain Is becoming more, and more critical. 

The poverty of the people has rever been so 

distressing, and the financial difficulties of 

the government are becoming overwhelm- 
ing. The war absorbs all tue funds obtaina- 
ble, and the country is daily creating new 
debts for the sake of the war, which, in‘cer- 
tain political circles, is now described as 
foolishness; nor will a national subscription 
be of dny material assistance to Spain. Be- 
fore the lists were opened I was confidently 

assured by the Spaniards that 50,000,000 

pesetas would be subscribed in two days, yet 

today the national subscription, including 
royal gifts, only amounts to 8,000,000 pesetas. 

It can easily be seen that the maximum to 
be hoped for certainly cannot exceed 10,000, - 

000 pesetas. As money must be’ procured by 
hdok or crook for current expenses the gov- 
ernment is exacting contributions and im- 
posing new taxes’in every direction. At the 
frontier, for instance, the customs officers 

have received orders to be extremely par- 

ticular. All luggage is thoroughly searched, 
and no opportunity of claiming duty even 
on such things as hats, clothes, ties, linen, 
and boots, which are new or nearly new, is 

allowed to escape. 

A London confrére who has just arrived in 
Madrid was charged 17 pesetas duty on six 
neckties which cost a shilling each in Eng- 
land, and a traveler had to pay 6% pesetas 
on two pairs of trousers and a dozen collars, 
all of which had been worn. The customs 
officers do exactly as they please, and in ac- 


cordance with their instructions squeeze as 


much as they possibly can out of travelers. 
Moreover, the worry does not end at the 
frontier. When a traveler reaches his des- 
tination another examination of his luggage 
takes place, in order to make sure the offi- 
nog at the frontier have overlooked noth- 
ng. 
It must not be imagined that the natives 
are any better off than the foreigners. ‘The 
Spanish government. takes’ interest 
in the people further than to load them 
with taxes. As to the poor, théy are aban- 


doned to their fate, There are in Madrid 
alone 15,000 or 20,000 persons’ who live:on. 


public charity. Men, women, and children 
in almost indecent rags follow one along 
the street, whining piteous appeals-for a 
‘morsel of bread. I have seen one of these 
beggars come out of a fishmonger’s shop, fiis 
hands full of skins, heads, and other useless 
portions of fish, biting ravenously into the 
raw mass. 

It is a sight too common to attract atten- 
tion to observe men in the usual large scm- 
brero and cloak, with the singularly digni- 
fied mien of the Spaniard, raking over the 
dust heaps in search of a stray crust, which, 
if found, is devouredonthespot. | 

A‘l this wretched population sleeps in 
street corners or in doorways, wherever it 
may happen to be overcome by fatigue. No 
official nor charitable associations look after 
them. They may eat or starve, rob or mur- 
der, be ill or well—nobody cares. Their 
names are unknown; they have never had a 
home and do not know what a bedis. They 
are worse off than dogs, whose masters feed 
and lodge them. 

The political system on which Spain ts or- 
ganized is responsible for this state of 
affairs, and it may be that some day, driven 
by hunger, this neglected portion of the 
population may give seridus trouble to the 
rulers of the peninsula. 
‘Meanwhile, the hordes of starving an 
unfortunate beggars infest the magnificent 
avenues of the Spanish capital and contrast 
so painfully with the splendid palaces as to 
présent a pity-inspiring sight which no for- 
eigner is likely to forget. |

HENRY NORMAN’S 
ESTIMATE OF 
THE SITUATION. 


Editor of the London Chronicle 
Sees No Possible Chance for 
Spain to Gain Any Substantial 
Victory in the War. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—Mr. Henry 
Norman, editor of the London Daily Chron- 
icle, tonight cabled his paper as follows: 

“The Navy department is still without 
news of the alleged fight at Santiago, al- 
though the papers continue to supply fresh 
details. The probability is‘that Commodore 
Schley took active measures either to stop 
the Spaniards erecting earthworks or be- 
cause a Spanish ship showed itself, but that 
the affair has been grossly exaggerated. 
Whether the troops have sailed from Tampa 
is* equally uncertain, it being asserted and 
denied here with equal confidence. 

“All these details, however, are in reality 
unimportant. The main,outlines of the sit- 
uation are perfectly clear and are not likely 
to change. When Admiral Cervera’s where- 
abouts were definitely settled a few days 
ago a forward movement was ordered in- 
stantly, and General Miles left for the front 
the same night. If the transports are not 
already at sea their departure cannot be de- 
layed much longer. 

'* Admiral Sampson, with two squadrons 
under him, has an overwhelming foree off 
Santiago. Through the indiscretion of a mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives the 
whole world now knows that 15,000 men 
comprise the force immediately to be dis- 
patched. Puerto Rico will be occupied, 
while a combined land and sea attack will 


reduce Santiago. Admiral Cervera’s fate is 


sealed with absolute certainty. Marshal 


i Blanco will be left for another two months 


to stew in-his own juice. The first transports 
are due at Honolulu today. The capture of 
Manila is a mere matter of time. 

_** Under these circumstances {t is incom- 
prehensible that Spain does not make peace 
By no conceivable chance short 
of a cyclone sending the whole American 
navy to the bottom of the sea can her 
¢hances be improved, while every day a 
bigger bill is piling up against her. She 
must lose Cuba and Puerto Rico, but it Is 
within the bounds of possibility that she 
might ultimately regain the Philippines. by 
a prompt capitulation. I fancy that nobédy

to recognize the inevitable than President 
McKinley himself. If she procrastinates 
much longer she may bid farewell to the 
Philippines also, but this is the only respect 
in which an immediate cessation or the in- 
‘definite prolongation of the war will make 
any difference. .

MAKES A PLEA FOR 
AN ALLIANCE. 


‘He Thinks It Possible to Reinstate 
a Standard Which the Dechris- 
tianized Civilization of Modern 
Europe Has Laid Low.

London, June 2.—The immense sweep and 
profound earnestness of the movement for 
& moral alliance between Great Britain and 
the United States can be understood by the 
following message from Cardinal Vaughan 
to, the American people. In order to ap- 
preciate the full, profound significance of this 
utterance of the official head of the Catholic 
Church in England it must be remembered 
that the Cardinal is not only Archbishop 
of Westminster, but is a Prince of papal 
sovereignty which has declared neutrality 
between Spain and the United States: é 
Bishop’s House, Londor, May 27.—It 
seems to be of vital interest to strengthen 
and not weaken the natural bonds which 
unite the people of the United Kingdom and 
of the North American republic. While the 
great powers of the continent place a firmer 
reliance on their military strength than on 
the principles of justice and of peace, and 
while greed and jealousy threaten to domi- 
nate the situation, a coalition may arise any 
day bent on a dismemberment of the British 
empire. It is natural, therefore, to draw 
together in closer friendship with those who 
are one with us in blood, in language, and in 
ideas. = 

‘* But beyond the though?Pof self-preserva- 
tion arises this pertinent question: The 
world being in the main governed by ideas, 
which is the power, which is the particular 
race that will render the greatest service to 
humanity by the propagation and pre- 
dominance of the spirit and ideas which it 
represents? For myself I believe that the 
English speaking peoples are capable by 
their tradition and character, by their estab- 
lished principles of freedom, respect for 
conscience and for law and order, of con- 
ferring the most signal services upon man- 
kind. 

“I believe that the joint influence of Eng- 
land and America would work towards a 
world-wide peace, I believe that the gospel 
of Jesus Christ and his kingdom are more 
likely to be extendéd and establisifed in the 
hearts of men under the aegis of their racial 
strength and common sense, and their 
maxim of religious liberty for all, than under 
the dominant influence of any of our more 
despotic competitors. For these reasons I 
rejoice in the prospect of a closer friendship 
with the ple of the United States. They 
and we ve indeed characteristic fauits 
which may easily act as grit in the wheels. 
The cultivation of a habit of large mutual 
forbearatice would therefore seem to be 
essential to a good and lasting understand- 
ing. 

** Personally I deplore the fact that the 
United States has chosen war with a weak 
power like Spain instead of arbitration, 
which was an alternative, but I would not 
allow such disapproval to stand in the way 
o: great benefits that may result from an 
entente cordiale between England and 
America. If the two peoples combine and 
encourage each other to make justice and 
the moral law international and universal 
so far as their influence shall extend, they 


will end by reinstating in the world a stand-

COLLEGE ATHLETES’ DAY. 


ANNUAL WESTERN INTERCOLLEGI- 
ATE MEET TOMORROW. 


More Institutions Represented than 
Ever Before—Protest Over Maybury 
and Cochems of Wisconsin May 
Bring Trouble—Their Case Is tg Be 
Decided by the Graduate Executive 
Committee Tonight—Speculation as 
to the Probable Winners. ie 


The fourth annual championship meet of 

the Western Intercollegiate Amateur Ath- 
letic association will be held tomorrow after- 
noon on the Parkside grounds. More col- 
leges have entered teams than ever before 
and the individual entries of more than 300 
far exceed those of previous years. Com- 
petent officials have been selected to govern 
the meet an& everything promises well for 
the most successful affair in the history of 
the association. 
. At the last minute word has been received 
by Secretary W. 8. Williston of the Graduate 
Executive committee that Grinnell College 
will not be able to send a team on account 
of financial difficulties that are the result 
of the Iowa State meet a week ago. The 
defection of the strgng team from the Iowa 
College will leave The final result of the 
meet more in doubt than ever. 

The only trouble that has arisen in making 
the preparations for the meet has been the 
protests on the part of Michigan and Chicago 
to the Wisconsin athletes, Maybury and 
Cochems. Both these athletes have pre- 
sented their defenses to the charges of pro- 
fessionalism and the whole matter will be 
settled at the meeting of the Graduate com- 
mittee tonight. Whether the finding of the 


committee will+be finally accepted by all. 
,the colleges concerned is a question, but. 


there are indications in the air of a storm 
that may cause the association a deal of 
trouble. 

Another element that has entered Into the 
‘Wisconsin cases is the attitude of the A. A. 
U., which has threatened through some of 
its officials to consider Maybury an amateur, 
no matter what the committee may rule him 
to be. The articles of alliance between the 
Western Intercollegiate and the A. A. U. 
require the latter to accept the decision of 
the collegiate body, and that body will stand 
by itsrights according to prominent members 
of the committee. If Maybury is decreed a 
professional at tonight’s meeting and the 
A. A. U. declares him an amateur, the col- 
leges threaten to consider the A. A. U. a 
professional institution and warn their ath- 
letes aecordingly. 

As to the outcome of the big meet there 
is a large element of doubt. Wisconsin, 
which won the championship handsomely 
last year, certainly will not win it again by 
as large a margin, if, indeed, it wins it at 
all. Michigan finished second last year, and 
is looked upon favorably for first honors this 
year. Chicago is stronger than ever, and 
the same is true of Northwestern. Illinois 
holds about the same as last year, being 
particularly strong in field events. Then, 
too, the less known colleges may upset all 
calculations. 

Individually, many of the contests will 
present athletes of exceptional merit. Inthe 
dashes, Maykury, if he is declared eligible; 
Burroughs of Chicago, Thomas of Michigan, 
and Jones of Northwestern are looked upon 
as candidates for first honors, with a host 
of others pressing closely upon their heels. 
For the quarter, Fair and White of Chicago 
and Fox of Wisconsin are probably the fast- 
est. The half will be contested for by sevy- 
eral strong men, notably White of Chicago, 
Teetzel of Michigan, and Henry of Wis- 
consin. | 

Judging from past performances the mile 
ought to lie between Woods of Michigan and 
Smith of Chicago, with the chances in favor 
of the former. The hurdles are a problem, 
with Brown of Northwestern, Burleigh of 
Illinois, McLean of Michigan, and Andrews, 
Calhoun, and Herschberger of Chicago, and 
Green of Knox, all likely candidates. With 
Grinnell out the mile walk lies between 
Hoagland of Illinois and Tryon of Mich- 


‘igan, with little to choose betweén the two. 


Thompson will bring Lllinois well to the 
front in the bicycle events, but the other 
colleges will not allow him to pass the tape 
uncontested. Wisconsin has a strong “ bike ”’ 
squad, and it has had the advantage of hav- 
ing practiced for several days on the Park- 
side track. The jumps are more than doubt- 
ful, with Byrne of Illinois promising well in 
the running high event. : 

Of the field events, Roller of De Pauw 
ought to win the shot put, with Brewer of 
Northwestern a good second. Von Oven has 
the hammer throw practically all his own 
way, and ought tO make a new record for 
the West. The discus has been too newly 
introduced to warrant prediction. The vault 
will probably lie between Wilsen of North- 
western, Herschberger of Chicago, and Ad- 
ams of Michigan. gee

Joseph Gans of Baltimore, aspirant for the 
lightweight championsh'p, and Mr. “ Kid 
Roberson opened the entertainment. Paddy 
Carroll marshaled them before the crowd, 
presented them in due form, and also Mal- 
achi'- Hogan as referee, announced that the 
two colored men weighed 135 pounds at 3 
o'clock, and retired, leaving the two lighters 
to continue the performance. 

For three minutes they devoted their time 
to executing. the fancy steps of an Oxford 
minuet and pirouetted and tiptoed around 
the ring till the gong sounded. 

Then they rested for a minute and began 
operations again. Gans swung his right arm 
and it. found lodgment on Roberson’'s neck 
and the latter was down for four seconds. 
Gans landed two or three times more and 
time was called. In the third they went at 
each other a little harder. Gans went after 
Roberson, and after considerable sparring 
landed a right on his opponent's short ribs 


_and the lights went out. 


Master of Ceremonies Carroll asked the 
crowd to keep cool and wait. Some of the 
apectators wanted the colored men to fight 
anyway, but one of the seconds shouted back 
that they couldn't see each other in the dark, 
and as Gans was two shades lighter in color

Thousands of Visitors Gaze on the 
Great Court of the Exposition iz 
Its Most Beautiful Aspect—Baild- 
ings Silhouetted Against the Dark- 
ness by Lines of Incandescent 
Lights—Excursionists Take Refuge 
from Heat in State Buildings. 


Omaha, Neb., Jéne 2—[Special.]—The 
shouting and the tumult dies; the Captains 
and the Kings depart. Omaha, with ice and 
a wet towel around its throbbing temples, 
sat down today and tried toremember. The 
opening of the exposition yesterday was the 
biggest thing that ever happened in Ne- 
braska, and they have had lots of big things 
in Nebraska. 

The delight of the visitors and their repeat- 
ed declarations that the Transmississipp! 
Exposition’ was only second in beauty aad 
scope to the World’s Fair delighted the Ne- 
braska mind. The grand court of the ex~- 
position, where the opening exerc!ses were 
held, captured every stranger, and they lin- 
gered jn it until long after nightfall. Then 
they saw it in its greatest beauty. Thirty 
thousand incandescent lights glowed in long 
lines down the long avenue of the grand 
court, and narrow bands of light outlined 
the form of every building. Out against the 
blackness of the night stood siihouetted 
every dome, and column, and window, cut- 

lined but not illuminated by the thin pen- 


ciling of light. 
Today just as the sun shed its opening 


rays on the city Governor Holcomb and his 
staff, in all their gorgeous harness and trap- 
pings, departed, and the gilded dome of the 
Government Building was left without a 
rival. William Jennings Bryan returned to 
Lincoln to finish recruiting his regiment, and 
the other notables all went their various 
ways. Their places were filled, however, by 
hundreds of excursionists that came in on all 
the morning trains,prepared to enjoy the fair 
when it was not in such an excited condition 


as it was yesterday. 


State Buildings the People’s Meeca. 

The State buildings were the Mecca to 
which the tired gazers at endless exhibits 
came at last as surely after a time as the 
needle of a compass points again to thenorth 
after being defietted. The Illinofs people, in 
their luxuriant red room and green room, 
and their real velvet carpets and plush fur- 
niture, have taunted the Nebraska people 
next door with not having as nice a house. 
But today the Nébraska people turned on 
the fountain they have in the inner court of 
their building and sat around it, and reveled 
in its delicious coolness and the soft splash- 
ing of the water in the mable basin. But 
the Illinois people sprinkled their lawn and 
kept their rooms dark and themselves cool, 
and were satisfied. 

The completion of the work of putting in 
the exhibits went on with a rush after the 
interruption yesterday—when hammers and 
paint pots were contraband of war. The 
buildings are all in good order, and the 
work of completing the putting in of ex- 
hibits is being done in such a mannner as 
not to annoy or disturb the visitors. The 
Government Building is the greatest mag- 
net, and it is continually crowded, especially 
inthe corner where there is a five-foot model 
of a battleship, heavily draped in crape, and 
above it the words, ‘‘ Remember the Maine.”’ 


National Music Saluted. 


The United States Marine Band gave two 
concerts today in the pavilion on ihe grand 
plaza. The plaza is not completed yet. A 
railroad track runs through it. and makes a 
little valley that divides the crowds that 
stard on either side. Big sun umbrelids in 


the daytime ward off the great rays of heat, °

The war seems to have 
taughc the American people army customs 
in regard to ceremonies due the flag and 
national music. Whenever the band, which 
at every performance plays “The Star 
Spangled Banner,” strikes up the naticnal 
anthem, every oge. that happens ‘o be near 
springs to ‘his feet, and the men stand with 
their hats in their hands until the alr is fin- 
ished.

Sommers N. Smith has just finished the first 


+ complete tour of the Cuban coast made bya 


newspaper boat and has discovered no Span- 
ish warships in harbor or on the-high.seas 
other than the minor vessels which have 


been in port,since the war began. Fifteen. 


hundred and eighty-six miles were covered. 


‘Tuesday noon, May 24, the Sommers N. 


Smith steamed from Key West eastward. 
oon Admiral Sampson's 
fighting ships in fine, flanked by the light 
cruisers, came foaming westward along to- 
ward Havana. They were about twenty 
miles north of France’s Key, and the moni- 
tors were seas under half the time. Fol- 
lowing the warships was the usual flock of 
newspaper dispatch boats. 

Leaving the fleet plunging westward, we 
comtinued bucking the sea toward Cape 
Maysi. 

On Wednesday night a big, fine-looking 
craft sent a shot across our bow, and, rang- 


ing up alongside, proved to be the New Or- } 


leans. Its officers answered our query, 
** What ship is that?’”’ with a sardonic laugh, 
but almost any landlubber couldn’t mistake 
the new cruiser, with its searchlight above 
its fighting tops, for any “other American 
ship afloat. 

Shortly after daybreak Thursday morning, 
with Puerto Padre port deserted, on our star- 
board beam, a pursuing smoke rapidly de- 
veloped into an American warship. The 
usual mandatory white bow puff of smoke 


. from the chaser was quickly followed by the 


shriek of a six-pounder between the Smith’s 
masts and not fifteen feet above the deck. 
And then the Dolphin came close past us, 
its officer on the deck. Lieutenant Coles 
megaphoned quietly: ‘“‘How near did we 
come to you?” For three miles’ range they 
came near enough. 4s 

On Thursday afternoon Neuvitas light- 
house strung signal fid4gs as we passed. Al- 
though some steamer smoke ‘appeared to 
rise thereupon from the harbor no Spanish 
gunboat cameout. 

‘No warship of ejther combatant had been 
seen in the eastern pussage. Suddenly from 
under the base of the high ocor- 
dillera came black smoke. Soon the hull 
of a ship came into vision asa black speck. 
That is Spanish gunboat color, and the place 


‘the pursuer came from was Santiago, where 


there are several small Spanish cruisers. 
So the big engineer screwed down the safety 
valve and three stokerstrebled the Smith’s 
fire-room force, and the tug pushed water 


toward Jamaica at full ten knots speed. 


The pursuing ship began to grow as the 
fires took hold, and in about half an hour 
had gained fully ten miles on us. It was the 
St. Paul. We assuaged the disappointment 
of the crew by packages of late New York 
newspapers. 
Captain Sigsbee said he bad been close 


‘under Santiago’s guns, but had not been 


fired at. He does not think the Spaniards 
have any more ordnagce there. Upon hear- 
ing that the Dolphin had told us that official 
news placed the Spanish fleet in Cienfuegos, 
Where Schley had it fast, Sigsbee smiled 
and asked héw in the world they knew. 
Some wag anSwered: ‘‘ The Board of Strate- 
gy put ’em there,’’ and Sigsbee smiled some 
more. Schley’s squadron had only left 
Santiago the afternoon before. The St. 
Paul’s crew was elated over its capture of 
‘tthe British collier Restormel just as it was 
entering Santiago. 

We came about Cape Santa Cruz and close 
to the shore towards Cienfuegos at dawn 
on Monday. Not a sail nor a smoke was in 
sight. 4 

Another Montserrat, with tons of armor- 
piercing projectiles and sustaining food, or 


‘ even the looked-for Alfonso XIII. might 


have easily entered and unloaded its cargo 
just twelve hours by rail from Havana on 
the same line which supplies Matanzas, 
Santa Clara, Cardenas, Sagua la Grande, 
and all of Spain’s principal bases. The St. 
Paul was distant over a twenty-four hours’ 
steam even at top speed toward Cienfuegos. 
A blockade runner from Jamaica would 
have had an easy trip. . 

Yesterday afternoon a steamer passed us 
hull down, apparently bound for Jamaica. 
Today as we skirtéd the north coast opposite 
Mariel an armed lighthouse tender shot ciose 
across our bows. The six-pound shell was 
weli-timed’and burst even with our position. 

The Smith’s Captain had neglected to fly 
his ensign, nor was our vessel's signal flying. 
Neither did he change our course at once, 
and as the little Smith kept.on straight for 
the tender exactly as a Spanish gunboat 
might have done it was rather exciting. 

Finally, before the tender turned its bow 
gun loose again thé Smith’s tardy helm 
threw its bow afound, it ‘stopped and all 
hands breathed more freely. He had been 
out of the world for eight days. Havana or 
even Key West might have been bombarded 
for all we knew. We asked what had oc- 
curred and the answer “ Nothing at all’’ 
came floating over the guifstream.

BRITISH SHIP IS GIVEN UP. 


Courts at Key West Hold the Restormei 
Not Guilty of Violating the. 
Neutrality Law.

Key West, Fla., June 2.—In the Circuit 
Court today the British steamer Restor- 
mel, captured by the auxiliary cruiser St. 
Paul off Suntiago de Cuba on May 25, and 
whose cargo of coal, intended for the fleet 
of Admiral Cervera, was condemned yes- 
terday, was released. 

he. court held that the question for it to 
decide was whether, at:the time of the char- 
ter and shipment, the owners. of the vessel 


knew or should be held to have known 
, that it was carrying contraband of war to 


aid the belligerents. It being shown that 
the Restormel sailed previous to the dec- 
laration of war the presumption of inno- 
cence was raised, and there being no evi- 
dence that the owners were willfully and 
knowingly guilty of aiding the bdelligerent 
fleet to coal, the steamer is ordered re- 
leased. 

As té the coal cargo, the vessel’s remark- 
able movements convince the court that the 
cargo was intended for the Spanish fleet 
and is contraband of war. The cargo is 
ordered appraised and turned over to the 
Navy department, which will deposit its 
appraised value with the New York Sub- 
treasury to the credit of this country. 

The Judge’s report in the case of the 
charges brought by Cadet Jones against 
Deputy Marshals and others finds the 
charges unsupported by any evidence. 


TUG LEYDEN VISITS CARDENAS. 


Fires on Three Small Spanish Gunboats 
and Escapes to the Open 
Sea 


Key West, Fla., June 2.—[Copyright, 1898, 
by the Associated Press.]—The tug Leyden, 
which has been scouting along the northern 
coast of Cuba, had an adventure with three 
small Spanish gunboats at Cardenas yes- 
terday. The Leyden has been playing hide 
and seeky with the enemy's gunboats for 
some time without anencounter. Yesterday 
morning before daybreak it ran into Car- 
denas harbor to a point within five miles of 
the city. There are two parallel lines of 
keys, and the Leyden had just skirted the 
outside line when it sighted three Spanish 
gunboats beyond the inner ne, slowly mov- 
ing towards the sea.

John Wanamaker Withdraws

blance of a contest in today’s Republican 
State convention was over the head of the 
‘ticket. Colonel William A. Stone, member 
of Congress from Allegheny, the favorite 
from| the start, won on the first ballot. John 
Wanamaker of Philadelphia was a good sec- 
ond, and Congressman Charles W. Stone of 
Warten brought up therear. The fight prac- 
tically closed yesterday, when Senator Quay 
advised his friends that Colonel Stone was 
his choice. 

Mr. Wanamaker was the distinctly anti- 
Quay candidate, and his backers claim his

Senators S. M. J. McCarrell of Harrisburg 
and John Grady of Philadelphia withdrew 
from the contest for Lieutenant Governor 
last night. This left a clear field to their 
colleague, Senator J. P. S. Gobin of Lebanon, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. General James W. Latta of 
Philadelphia was renominated for Secretary 
of Internal Affairs, Galusha A. Grow of Sus- 
quehanna 2nd Samuel! A. Davenport of Erie 
for Congress-at-Large; Judge William 
Porter of Philadelphia was nominated for 
Superior Court Judge. 

The convention was called to order at 11 
o’clock by State Chairman Elkin. Frank 
W. Wheaton of Wilkesbarre was elected 
permanent chairman. The convention then 
proceeded to the selection of a candidate 
for Governor. Thomas M. Marshall Jr. of 
Allegheny presented the name of William 
A. Stone. Representative Chidsey named 
General Frank Reeder, and Joseph M. 
Huston ‘presented the name of John Wana- 
maker. A. 8S. L. Shields presented a letter 
from’ Mr. Wanamaker withdrawing as a 
candidate. In the letter Mr. Wanamaker 
asked his delegates to vote for Charles W. 


Stone. i 


John Wanamaker Withdraws. 

When Mr. Shields had concluded reading 
the Wanamaker letter the chairman of the 
Resolutions mmittee was recognized and 
presented t platform, which was unani- 
mously adopted. Nominating speeches were 
resumed and ex-State Senator Allen of War- 
ren County offered the name of Congressman 
Cc. W. Stone. 

The roll-call showed 198 votes for W. A. 
Stone and 162 for C. W. Stone. Two dele- 
gates were absent. Before the result was 
announced five votes cast for General Reeder 
were given to the Allegheny aspirant, the 
General's name having been withdrawn. 

There was scarcely any opposition to the 
program for the work of the convention as 
outlined by Senator Quay and his lieuten- 
ants, those opposed to the nomination of 
Mr. Stone for the head of the ticket content- 
ing themselves with the concentration of 
their vote on Charles W. Stone. The vote 
was uncomfortably close for the Quay ad- 
herents, Colonel Stone receiving only fifteen 
more votes than the number necessary toa 
choice. The 163 votes cast for C. W. Stone 
represented the combined strength of that 
candidate and John Wanamaker. The lat- 
ter provided the only sensation of an other- 
wise cut and dried convention by presenting 
a letter of withdrawal, in which he de- 
nounced the methods of the dominant Re- 
publican faction, and urged his friends to 
support C. W. Stone. 7 

Mr. Wanamaker’s retirement from the 
fight came as a startling surprise to his 
delegates, and it is understood that he de- 
termined upon that course only a short time 
before his letter was read to the convention. 
The withdrawal is interpreted to mean that 
Mr. Wanamaker has placed himself in pos!- 
tion to run as an independent candidate for 
Governor if he so elects.

Samuel M. Inglis, late State 
Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, whose death at 
Kenosha, Wis., on Tuesday 
last has just been an- 
nounced, is: the fifth State officer of Illinois 
to die in office since the organization of the 
State government in 1818. The other four 
have included one Governor—William H. 
Bissell, who died in office on March 18, 1860; 
one Secretary of State—Horace S. Cooley of 
Adams County dying on April 2, 1850; and 
two State Treasurers. The first of these 
was Milton Carpenter of Hamilton County, 
who, after having held the office by appoint- 
ment of the General Assembly for seven 
years, was elected State Treasurer in Au- 
gust, 1848, under the constitution adopted 
in that year, but died within two weeks of 
election, while the other was Rufus A. 
Ramsay of Clinton County, whose death 
occurred on Nov. 11, 1894, a few weeks be- 
fore the expiration of his term of office. 
Secretary Cooley was succeeded by David 
L. Gregg of Cook County, who afterward 
became Commissioner to the Sandwich Is- 
lands by appointment of President Pierce, 
and negotiated a treaty with King Kame- 
hameha for the annexation of the islands to 
the United States, but which failed of con- 
summation on account of the death of the 
King. Professor Inglis, after completing 
his education, began life in Illinois asa 
teacher, but soon enlisted as a soldier in the 
civil war. After the war he returned to the 
business of teaching, his last pesition before 
his election to the office of State Superin- 
tendent in 1894 being that of professorin the 
Southern Illinois Normal University at Car- 
bondale. Having announced his purpose to 
decline a reélection to the office of State Su- 
perintendent a few months ago he was 
elected to the Presidency of the Illinois East- 
ern Normal School, a new institution at 
Charleston, Coles County, and would have 
entered upon the duties of that position at 
the close of ‘his term of office. Under the 
constitution the Governor is empowered to 
appoint a successor to the office of State 
Superintendent, who will discharge its du- 
ties until the election of a successor in course 
in November next. 


SPANISH BANKRUPTCY. 
A Madrid dispatch states that the Span- 
ish government is promising to coin millions 
of pesetas daily. It is at the same time 
enacting laws to prevent the exporting of 
silver coin. There is little gold left to ex- 
port. That went long ago. The object of 
that promise is to make the people believe 
that there will be an abundance of depre- 
ciated silver in which to redeem the notes 
of the Bank of Spain, the only paper money 
there is in the country. The government 
fears lest those bank notes, if not redeemed 
in silver, will be worth less than the silver 
money, which has itself fallen to its bullion

Other Catholic 
countries have done that, but the church 
in Spain might not be patriotic enough to 
submit. Furthermore, thet. property con- 
sists of land, and land is not always a good 
asset on which to raise cash, and it is cash 
which Spain needs now.

The 
combined Alaskan casualties are thirty-fold 
those thus far produced by the war. At 
this rate riches promise to be much more 
costly than patriotism, and gold than glory.

TNE TRANSVAAL CONTROVERSY. 


The controversy between the Transvaal 
republic of South Africa and the British 
govefnment, which reached a critical stage 
at the time of the “ Jameson raid,” two 
yearé ago, has been brought prominently 
to the front again by the declaration of 
President Kruger denying the suzerainty 
of Great Britain. This is construed asa 
virtual declaration of independence on the 
part of the little Boer republic, and specu- 
lation is active as to the course which the 
British Colonia] Office, under Mr. Chamber- 
lain, is likely to pursue in the matter. 
Significance is attached to the fact that 
the British garrisons on the Transvaal 
frontier, both north and south, have been 
strengthened, while the Boers appear also 
to have been active in’ perfecting prepara- 
tions for defense on their side of the line. 

The ground of. President Kruger’s dec- 
laration, as stated by the New York Sun, 
is as follows: 


The’ basis of the repudiation of British suzer- 
ainty now formally declared by President Kruger 
is found in the absence of its mention tn the con- 
vention between the British and Transvaal gov- 
ernments in 1884. In the convention of 1881 it. 
was specifically imposed and reluctantly accepted 
by the Boers for the purpose of gaining time. In 
the arrangement of three years after the condi- 
tion of suzerainty was omitted, and the right of 
veto during six months on all treaties with for- 
eign states, except the Orange Free State, was 
the only external obligation contained in it. 

The issue, it will be seen, turns upon the 
construction of the more recent treaties and 
the question whether the failure to repeat 
in thém the sugerainty obligation of the 
earliet ones amounts to its abrogation. 
That this is not the accepted construction 
of thé British government is well known, 
and there is,.of course, much speculation as 
to the policy which it will pursue in the en- 
forcement of its construction.

STANDARD OIL AND SUGAR TRUST. 

The proposition of the Democrats in the 
Senate to tax all eorporations one-quarter 
of 1 per cent on their gross receipts has 
tapered down to the imposition of a tax to 
that amount on the gross receipts over and 
above $250,000 of all corporations engaged 
in the refining of sugar and petroleum. The 
avowed object of this amendment is to 
reach the Standard Oil, company and the 
sugar trust, neither of which is a popular 
corporation. It received the votes of four 
Republicans—Baker of Kansas, Oarter of 
Montana, Perkins of California, and Cul- 
lom of Illinois.

In other words, the bumper crop 
now in sight on the Western prairies is hav- 
ing its natural local effect, but the European 
shortage, on which high prices have depend- 
ed in the past, and on which they will de- 
pend through the coming winter, is as much 
a reality as ever. This shortage is a real 
thing when it leads to wholesale importa- 
tions of wheat at $1.80 a bushel only a month 
before harvest time. The farmer may count 
upon it as confidently as Mr. Leiter. This 
is the chief reason for believing that wheat 
will not fall far below $1 a bushel, even when 
the United States pours forth 700,000,000

How One Man Will Manage the Public 
Properties and Industries of 
Newfoundland. 


¢ 


Government by commission or by contract 
is being put toa practical test in Great Brit-- 
ain’s most ancient colony. The financia!) 
and social distresses of Newfoundland have 
been notorious for years. Again and again 
there has seemed to be imminent danger of 
the island’s being reduced to the humiliating 
rank of a crown colony as the only resort 
to save it from bankruptcy and repudiation. 
One other way has been found, however, 
and entered upon, with what result it is too 
early to predict with any degree of confi- 
dence, although at present there appears on 
the face of it to be good ground for hope 
that the experiment will prove successful. 

In brief, the bulk of the public property 
and industry of the island and a large share 
of the functions of government have been 
turned over under contract to a private oper- 
ator. Announcement of this bargain has al- 
ready been made. The details of it are now 
at hand, and are worthy of some further 
consideration. Mr. Reid, the contractor wh¢ 
built the Newfoundland railroads, is to re- 
ceive in fee from the colony its railroads, tele 
egraphs, docks, and a large share of its pub- 
lic lands, in all worth about $15,000,000, and 
representing perhaps half of the assets pur- 
chased by the public debt of the colony. 
For these he Is to pay $1,500,000 in cash. He 
is also to develop the coal lands of the in- 
terior. of the island and pay the government 
a royalty of 10 cents a ton on all coal mined; 
to operate at his own risk and cost all the 
railroads, telegraphs, docks, etc., and to ex- 
tend them as need may be; to establish and 
| maintain a fleet of eight first class coasting 
steamers, and to do various other things for 
the advancement of the public prosperity. 

On the face of it, Mr. Reid has made a good 
bargain for himself. It may turn outto bea 
good one for the colony, too. He isto raise 
not less than 60,000 tons of coal a year, but 
-will probably raise many times as much. 
Nova Scotia gets a revenue of $250,000 a year 
from its mineral royalties, and Newfound- 
land ought in a few years to be getting as 
much. The railroads are now run at a loss 
to the colony of at least $200,000 a year, and 
that burden will have to be assumed by Mr.

TALK OF TRUST BRIBERY. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—When tm Sen- 
ate adjourned this evening the war revenue 
measure, so far as the Finance cominittee 
is concerned, was completed, with tie ex- 
ception of the bond provision and the amend- 
ments proposed by the Democrats in fi¢u-of 
the bond paragraph. 
While no agreement was reached fixing a 
time for the taking of a final vote upon the 
bill; it was the expressed opinion on both 
sides of the chamber that a vote would be 
taken tomorrow before adjournment. Mr. 
Allison [Rep., Ia.],.in charge of the measure, 
announced that he would ask the Senate to 
remain in session tomorrow until a vote was 
reached, 
All of the committee amendments, except 
those noted, were agreed to this afternoon. 
Mr. Butler [Pop., N. C.] had the floor for 
three hours and “@ half this afternoon. 
Within fifteen minutes after he began to 
speak he brought on a general political en- 
gagement, which lasted for more than an 
hour. The debate turned upon the amount 
of money spent by the Republican man- 
agers in the Presidential campaign of 1896. 
Senators on both sides of the chambef were 
brought into the debate, and a good deal of 
ill feeling was manifested. : 
Mr. Butler regretted that the Finance 
committee had not seen fit to present'to the 
Senate a genuine revenue bill. i 


Chandler and Kyle Make Reply. 


Mr. Butler declared that immense’ sums 
had been contributed to the Republican 
Presidential campaign fund by the “trusts 
and monopolists and bondholders’ and 
money-changers,”’ and that 99 per centiof the 
money had been raised and paid oversto the 
Republican party under a contract th&t cer- 
tain legislation promoting the interests of 
the trusts and monopolies should be enacted. 

Mr. Gallinger insisted that the charges

‘Miss REHAN AS KATHARINE IN 
SHAKSPEARD’S PLAY, 


Part in Which She Is to Make Her Fare- 


sidered Her Best—Character Painted 
with Broad Strokes—Effect Gained 
by the Sweep and Energy of Her 
Acting Rather than by Delicate 


Points. 


Miss Rehan's farewell performances are 
to be made in “‘ The Taming of the Shrew,”’ 
in which she appeared last night at Hooley’s 
Theater. The role of Katharine may per- 
haps be considered her best part. It is cer- 
tain that at the present moment there is al- 
most no one who dares attempt it in rivalry, 
while there are many who can make a pass- 
able attempt at almost all her other r6les. 
No one else can be s0 imposing and ex- 
uberant physically, and the combination of 
stateliness and the comic sense is beyond 
the reach of her.competitors. 

It is true that she paints the character 
with broad strokes. There are few of the 
subtleties and niceties which make the play- 
ing of Lady Teazle, for example, such a 
delightinevery moment. The effect in ‘* The 
Taming of the Shrew” is gained by the 
sweep and energy of Miss Rehan’s acting 
rather than by its more delicate points. But 
vigor quite as much as preciseness in small 
things is a rare quality; and, furthermore, 
when one puts the emphasis in strength it 
does not mean that precision is lacking 
when it is of Miss Rehan that one writes. 

The supporting company is on the whola 
more thoroughly satisfactory in this play 
than in anything else that has been played 
during this engagement. The opportunities 
for men are extraordinary and the need for 
women players, in which on the whole Mr. 
Daly’s company is weakest, is not great, 


a servant. 

Mr. George Clarke as Petruchio by his 
acting actually seems to increase his inches 
of stature, and this is necessary, 
Petruchio overtopped by Katharine would 
be ludicrous, and Miss Rehan is a large 
woman.

Mr. William Hazeltine was more § promi- 
nent than usual as Tranio, Lucentio’s ser- 
vant, who plays the part of his master. Miss 
Mabel Roebuck, as Bianca, made what there 
was of the part and was exceedingly pretty. 

The performance, as a whole, had the tra- 
ditional smoothness and even merit of 
Daly's Theater more than any other of the 
present engagement.

SCHLEY SKBEN HUNT 


Delay and Difficulty in Find- 
ing Cervera, 


PROVES HIS SAGACITY. 


Is Not Misled by the Many Con- 
flicting Reports. 


HOW HE FOOLED THE DONS. 


With the United States Fleet, off Santiago 
de Cuba, May 20, via Port Antonio, Jamaica, 
June 2.—[Copyright, 1808, by the Associated 
Press.]—Four weeks after the victory of 
Rear Admiral Dewey at Manila, Commodore 
Schley, in command of the flying squadron, 
had his shrewdness and pertinacity reward- 
ed by finding the Spanish fleet in the harbor 
of Santiago de Cuba. 

For ten days he had, in the face of con- 
flicting rumors, insisted that the ships of 
Spain were trying to make a landing on the 
southern coast of Cuba. 

The Captain of the British steamer Adula, 
who was interviewed at Cienfuegos, told of 
seeing the Spanish fleet in the vicinity of 
Santiago de Cuba, evidently awaiting an 
opportunity to getin. Captain Sigsbée of the 
St. Paul related how he had captured a 
Spanish coal vessel going into the harbor of 
Santiago, and Commodore Schley argued 
from these two incidents that the fleet of 
Spain was waiting in some haven near by 
until such time as a visit, fruitiess in its 
results, should be made there by the Amer- 
icans, when, upon their departure, the Epan- 
ish fleet would runin. ~* 

Commodore Schley determined to make 
that visit, and Friday night he ran within six 
miles of the harbor. The St. Paul was then 
detached and sent back to keep out of sight, 
with instructions to be ready at a twenty- 
knot clip, to bring news to the Commodore 
at any moment. 


Ships in the Harbor. 


The ships were then drawn off tocoal. By 
noon on Saturday, not having heard from the 
St. Paul, the American warships moved 
again toward Santiago de Cuba. * 

First standing off the coast about fiffeen 
miles the squadron afterward circled in front 
of Morro Castle, not close enough in to get a 
view of the inside of the harbor, and guard- 
ing carefully against the possibility of a tor- 
pedo boat attack, 

At night the squadron lay off a point of 
land and in the morning (Sunday) the 8t. 
Paul came along, but did not report any 
news of the Spanish fleet's whereabouts. 

Consequently Commodore Schley deter- 

mined to find it. 
- Himself in the lead with the flagship, he 
started toward the harbor. The Spanish 
troops at the works and batteries could be 
seen through glasses preparing in haste to 
give the American ships as warm a reception 
as possible. 

When about five miles from the batteries 
the lookouts reported the masts of two ships, 
and Flag Lieutenant Sears and Ensign Mc- 
Cauley made out the first to be the Cristobal 
Colon. TWo torpedo boats were also made 
out and a second vessel of the Vizcaya class 
was seen. ; 

All this time Commodore Schley was upon 
the afterbridge of the Brooklyn making good 
use of his binoculars. Arrived at the harbor 
entrance,.when the ships were sighted from 
the deck, he turned _ —_ from the glasses 
long enough to wink and say: 

“T told you I would find them, They will 


be a long time getting home.”’ 
Church Services on the Texas. 


On the Texas Captain “Jack” Philip 
went through with the day’s routine, includ- 


-{ng church services, at which the men, with 


a refreshing directness of suggestion, sang 
Pull for the Shore.” 

As was perfectly evident from the position 
of the Spanish warships Sunday morning, 
they had either just entered the harbor, hav- 
ing learned of the supposed final departure 
of the American squadron, or had been in 
hiding up the bay, which is about nine miles 
long, and had run down to get out early Sun- 
day miorning. In any case it was excellent 
proof of the perfection of Commodore 
Schley’s tactics and showed that, after 
weeks of weary chasing of clews furnished 
by the strategy board, in seven days he had 
succeeded in bottling up the Spanish fleet in 
one of its own harbors. 

The latest maps of the harbor show a nar- 
row but deep channel, fairly well protected 
and supposed to be mined. The narrow neck, 
is not wide enough to allow more than one 
ship at a time to pass up, and the batteries, 
unless reduced, would be destructive, 

There are three batteries outside and three 
small ones Inside, and between the en 
place and the city proper the distance fa 
nearly three miles up the bay, measuring 
from Morro Castle. 


Harbor Almost Impregnable. 

The only view into the harbor for any dis- 
tance is from the southwest, and as the 
flagship passed along Lieutenant Sears 
noted that the Spanish cruiser Reina Mer- 
cedes, which has been partly dismantled, 
lay in the harbor, perhaps 1,500 yards in- 
side of Morro Castle. | 

To the westward and further inside was 
the Spanish first-class armored cruiser Al- 
mirante Oquendo, lying under the guns of 


Caye Smith, and to the east of it, its star- 


board battery looking down upon the narrow 
channel, *was the Cristobal Colon, with 


room only for one ship at a time to pass. 


It will thus be seen that it would be sul- 


cidal to attempt to force an entrance into 


the place, at least until the batteries are re- 


duced, and that will consume a lot of am- 


munition. 
At the same time, taking it for granted 


that the remainder of the Spanish fleet, with 
four cruisers and two torpedo boats, is still 
further up the harbor, it means that the 
warships of Spain are effectually bottled up 
so that they can do no harm.

Special Assessments Sheahan yesterday per- 
fected a plan by ‘which the Controller will 
be able to begin paying rebates on special 
aasessments in about ten days. ,It is esti- 
mated from $800,000 to $1,000,000 is now in the 
hands of the city due to property-owners on 
account of thése rebates. The determina- 
tion arrived at is to pay at once all rebates 
in cases where the entire assessment has 
beer. paid into the city and the work for 
which the tax -was levied completed. 
Wherever the work is not yet done or some 
of the property-owners assessed have not 
paid in their share, either on account of 
court proceedings or some other reason, the 
rebate will not be paid until later. 

This discrimination is made on account of 
the decision of the Illinois Supreme Court 
in the case of The State of Illinois exrel. vs. 
Sheahan, in which it was held the city was 
only bound to pay rebates where the work 
‘was completed and the special assessments 
all paid in. Commissioner McGann estimates 
this will let out about half the rebates now 
standing on the books, but lawyers familiar 
with the special assessment cases think not 
more than one-third will be released for im- 
mediate payment. At any event, the city 
must get ready ’to disburse on this account 
within a short time something over $500,000. 
The postponement for ten days is to give the 
bookkeepers time to determine what rebates 
are payable under the distinction. 


Mayor Opposes Meter Tax. 

Mayor Harrison returned home yesterday 
full of fish stories and with a nose which 
bore ample evidence of the fact that he had 
spent most of his time while away in the 
openeir. He expressed himself as decidedly 
opposed to any ordinance taxing gas meters 
on the ground the companies would simply

Boston, Mass., June 2—([Special.)—Marine war 
insurance rates are about one-half less than they 
were a week ago.

Notwithstanding the low rates 
quoted, much business is being placed in Eng- 
land, where the rates are far lower than here. 
Rates from Rosario to New York by way of 
Turks Island are written in England at 1% per 
cent on American vessels. This business was 
quoted at 5 per cent here ten days ago. Rates 
for coastwise business are low, but little in ad- 
-vance of ordinary rates, the only charge being 
for the hazard of the mined harbors into which 
the vessels go. Companies are losing nothing on 
the war siness, but the local losses on the 
steamers City of Worcester and Belvidere will be 
large.

CHICAGO BOYS IN CAMP. 


MRS. MOULTON WRITES OF THEIR 
AND ROUTINE DUTIES. 


Wifé of the Commander of the Second 
‘Regiment Sends Through “The 
Tribune” an Interesting Letter to 
the Mothers, Sisters, Wives, and 
Sweethearts of the Men Now at 
Jacksonville, Fla./Awaiting Orders 
to Engage fh Battle Against Spain. 


Tun Trinune has arranged with Mrs. 
George M. Moulton, wife of the Colonel of 
the Second Illinois Volunteers, who is with 
the soldiers in Jacksonville, to furnish let- 
ters on the life and events in camp and to 
give news that will be of especial interest 
to the mé@thers, sisters, and friends of the 
‘boys 6f the Second. The first of these com- 

munications from Mrs. Moulton follows: 
“Camp Springfield, Jacksonville, Fia., 
May 30.—[ Editor of The Tribune.]—I reached 
camp Saturday morning about 10 o'clock, 
and a brighter, neater, better looking lot of 
men never tramped the high grass and 
stubble down on any parade ground, witha 
more military airthan our boys. I promised 
s0 many mothers, sisters, wives, and sweet- 
hearts to tell them just how, when, and 
where the boys lived, seemed, and acred that 
"I am going to send this letter to THE TRIB- 
UNF and ask each one to consider it herown 
personal letter. The first thing I want you 
each to do is to throw off that load of worry 
you are carrying in your heart, making 
yourself and family miserable. There is no 
need or cause for it at present. Do not take 
it on again until you see that the regiment 
is moved from here. With the exception of 
perhaps eight men in the hospital, all are 
well, happy, and contented as they can be 
away from home. 

heard Colonel Moulton, Dr. Tal- 

mage, Major Stuart, Captain Sherwin, Lieu- 
tenant Wright, Lieutenant Thompson, Cap- 
tain Mair, Lieutenant Perry, Captain Chad- 
wick, Captain McFeeley, and many others 
bay the regiment had not been in such splen- 
did physical condition for years. The 
weather is much warmer than in Chicago. 
Every one said yesterday ‘ was the warmest 
day yet,’ but if you and I in Chicago had 
wanted to go down-town shopping we would 
have gone and thought itallright. All camp 
work is done before 10 o’clock and after 3; 
between times each man makes himself as 
comfortable as possible, keeping quiet and 
out of the sun. The camp is one mile anda 
half out of the city, with good shade and 
fine water facilities. The regimental camp 
4s well laid out, occupying one block and a 
half long by two blocks wide. 


Arrangements for Cooking. | 

“The arrangements for cooking would 
open your eyes somewhat. A ditch dug in 
theground two feet wide, one and a half deep 
by four long, filled with hot coals, at each 
end two uprights, with three pieces of gas 
pipe laid across, hooks holding big kettles 
filled with boiling water; a second ditch ar- 
ranged for broiling, and there you have the 
‘ranges upon which the cooking for an entire 
company is done. Every officer pays out of 
"his own pocket for every earthly thing he 
‘has, so I was not surprised to find the noon 
mess good and well cooked. The cook Isa 
man born and reared in this climate, and 
says ‘They shan’t have nothing to eat but 
what’s good for ’em, and I Knows.’ 

‘Some day I will mess with the privates 
and tell you what the government allows 
them. Certainly they are a healthy looking 
lot of men, and their parade last night could > 
not have been excelled. As each company 
passed the reviewing officers with that long, 
] swinging step, heads up, shoulders back, and 

chests out, in such a perfect line, the spec- 
tators could not stop cheering. 

“Twenty minutes after parade it was 
moontight, and in the absolute quiet and 
peace of the camp the concert of our band 
was thoroughly appreciated by our own 
boys, the North Carolina, and the reg- 
iments. When I for the hotel at {':320 
o’clock there was hardly a sound, and all 
was so beautiful I wish it were in my power 
to make you see it. 


Passes Are Hard to Get. 


“Passes for officers and men leaving 
camp are hard to get, Colonel Moulton feel- 
ing the officers should be on the ground at 
all times and the men also, it takes such 
reasons as sending telegrams, getting 
money, new clothing, natatorium bath, or 
something actually necessary to let a man 
leave. Captain Talmage is doing every- 
thing possibie for the good of the men. He 
has an organ in a big tent, and intends giv- 
ing one hour’s entertainment of some kind to 
the boys each evening. -He wants ,to estab- 
lish a free reading-room. 

The regimental hospital is a large white 
tent, with perhaps a dozen beds. They are 
now building a pest hospital, where all the 
worst cases-will be taken. Captain Chad- 
' wick said, when they had put one of the 
night shirts on a sick man, he dropped back 
-onto the bed and said: ‘ Thank God, I have 
on a night shirt once more,’ and the ones to 
whom they gave the chicken broth, sent by 
Mrs. J. H. Hamlin, could hardly express 
their satisfaction. That man with the Jelly 
should send it along; it’s needed every day; 
sick men call for it. !

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Boston, Mass., June 2—[{Special.])—Marine war 
insurance rates are about one-half less than they 
were a week ago. There is no fear entertained 
that the Cadiz fleet will come to American waters 
and the thought that Spain will equip privateers 
is dying out. Notwithstanding the low rates 
quoted, much business is being placed in Eng- 
land, where the rates are far lower than here. 
Rates from Rosario to New York by way of 
Turks Island are written in England at 1% per 
cent on American vessels. This business was 
quoted at 5 per cent here ten days ago. Rates 
for coastwise business are low, but little in ad- 
vance of ordinary rates, the only charge being 
for the hazard of the mined harbors into which 
the vessels go. Companies are losing nothing on 
the war business, but the local losses on the 
steamers City of Worcester and Belvidere will be 
large.

for high and low today in Hartford and the 
neighborhood of Holy Hill, where Nicholas 
Bauer, a Milwaukee baker, is supposed to 
have hidden them after firing three bullets 
into Graevan’s head and two over his heart 
and leaving h for dead“in the woods. 
Bauer in the meantime sits in the county 
jail with his teeth chattering and almost 
too badly. scared to talk. He alrcady admits 
having shot Graevan once, but says the 
revolver went off by accident and he does 
not know where the other shots came from. 
Graevan will probably recover in spite 6f 
the five bullets in his body. 
Bauer has been shaking with fright ever 
_ pince he stood at the Central House bar on 
Tuesday night and heard that the man he 
had left for dead had come back to life again. 
He had scarcely time to drive back to Hart- 
ford from: Holy Hill, and presumably to 
hide Graevan’s money, when Deputy Sher- 
iff ‘Fishback and a posse of citizens cap- 
tured him. Bauer was at the bar drinking 
. when the Deputy Sheriff came in and cas- 
ually told the bartender that a man had 
been shot and left for dead near Holy Hill, 
and that he had crawled to a farmhouse and 
an alarm. ¢ 


Brought Before His Victim. 


Bauer dropped his glass of beer on the 
counter with a crash and came near ¢ol- 
lapsing, and the next instant the Deputy 
Sheriff and the citizens seized him and 
started back to the house of Farmer Schauer 
near Holy Hill, to have him identified before 

Graevan’'s expected death. The sight of the 

3 4 man who had tried to kill him so stirred 
Graevan, however, that he insisted on being 

taken from bed and moved to Hartford.

Bauér was co say up in the Washing- 
ton ew jail at West Bend in lieu of $5,000 
surety. 


Graevan’'s appearance today is like a man’s 
who had stood up before a gatling gun. His 
hands, head, and chest are swathed in 
bandages and cotton, and whenever he tries | 
to talk blood from) the two woundés in his 
chest strangles him, When Bauer fired the 
first shot from the little revolver Graevan 
tried to cover his head with his hands, and 
all three of the bullets now imbedded in his 
skull went through his palms. ; 

Graevan, who also is a Milwaukee baker, 
tells a straightforward story, that, so far, 
hinges with what the Sheriff has found out, 
and also tallies with Bauer’s account in 
nearly every respect but the shooting. Both 

. men are inoffensive looking fellows. 


Shot by His Friend. . 


*- Bauer and I have been good friends for 
several years,’”’ said Graevan, ‘‘ and it was 
he who got me to sell out my grocery. I 
got nearly $400 for my stock, and with what 
I had saved I must have put away nearly 
$1,200. My stepbrother says I had only $100, 
but he ought to know better, for he just 
paid mt back $500 that he had borrowed 
from me. — 

_ “™ Bauer often told me about a sick aunt. 

who lived near Hartford and what a pull 
he had with her, and he coaxed me to comé 
up here and look for an opening at Holy 
Hill. He came after me-early on Tuesday 
ol a but we didn’t leave Milwaukee till 
n 
' “*I carried my money in a canvas sack 
in my coat pocket and Bauer was as familiar 
with it as I was. He was friendly and said 
he would back me up here if I found a busi- 
ness chance. We had been friends so long 
I trusted him like my own brother. 

“It was dark when we reached Holy Hill 
and as we had driven fast we drew upina 
piece of woods and both got out to _rest., 
Bauer shot me while I was blocking the 
buggy to keep it from sliding down hill. 

“I couldn’t see much use in stopping, but 
Bauer told me he thought™here might be a 
good place near there to bulld a refreshment 
booth ony and suggested that we look 
around. It was only a short distance from 
there to Holy Hill, and the pilgrims usually 
pass by there, so I left the buggy with Bauer, 
though he was acting rather strangely. 


Thinks Bauer Dug His Grave. 


_ “ We unchecked the horse to let it graze 
and Bauer went back in the woods, he said 
to get his bearings from a small ridge. He 
Was gone a long time, and I believe he was 
actually digging a grave to put me, his best 
friend, in. I called to him several timesand 
Once he yelled back to ask if someboly 
wasn’t coming. He seemed terribly afraid 
some one would see the buggy standing 
there, though half the people in Hartford 
had watched us drive away together. Some 
dogs began to bark and Bauer asked if they 
_ Were human voices coming towards us. I 
yelled to him that they were only dogs, but 
he seemed nervous. 
“ When Bauer finally came back to the 
I saw nothing of the revolver, and, 
in fact, I never knew he carried one. He 
eaw my Own revolver lying in the window 
of my store just before we left, and wanted 
to know whether I intended carrying it, and 
~ J told him no: I didn’t think anything of 
that at the time, however. 
Bauer listened carefully for a minutp*or 
two.and then appeared to notice that the 
buggy ‘was running down hill. I told him it 
was time we were driving back to Hartford. 
He suggested that I find a stone and put iit 
under one of the wheels.

“I began yelling, but Bauer didn’t say 
anything.

Shows How He Was Shot. 
. Graevans, in spite of his serious wounds, 
appeared to see a comic side to the attempt

Dazed by Bauer’s Perfidy. 

Graevan’s mind appeared perfectly clear. 
in spite of his shortness of breath. He 
seemed to have most difficulty realizing that 
his best friend had gone back on him. He 
is in great terror of the two wounds near 
his heart, however, and stopped during his 
story to tell how fatal such wounds usually 
are. 

Graevan’s sack of money is without doubt 
hidden somewhere near Hartford or in the 
village itself, but n& trace of either the 
revolver or the money has been found so 
far. The failure of the Sheriff and his depu- 
ties to find them has started @ story that 
Bauer had a confederate who carried off the 
booty while Bauer came back to fall into 
the Sheriff's hands. 

The general belief is that Bauer concealed 
the sack somewhere about the hotel yard 
and threw the revolver into the woods. 
Graevan’s last recollection after the shoot- 
eo Bg of Bauer wiping the blood from his 

ead. 

Bauer had only two hours’ liberty after 
the shooting and he appears to have hurried 
his horse to Hartford and made for the 
Central Hotel as quickly as.possible. The 
liverymen wondered what had become of 
Graevan when Bauer returned alone, and 
noticed the latter’s strange excitement. 
Every one about the hotel noticed Bauer's 
nervous actions when he came in. 

Graevan must have lain unconscious in 
the woods foranhour. Farmer Schauer and 
his wife were just going to bed when they 
heard through their open windows some one 
groaning in the yard and, looking out, saw 
Graevan crawling towards the house. He 
was so weak from the wounds he could not 
have gone much farther. The farmer and 
his wife carried him into the house. ’ 


Writes His Accusation. 


Graevan could not talk, but he scribbled 
Bauer’s name and an accusation on paper 
and then collapsed. Schauer started for 
Hartford on horseback at once and roused 
Deputy Sheri& Fishback; who set out to 
look for Bauér. Nearly every one in Hart- 
ford had gone to bed, but three or four 
loiterers remembered having seen Bauer 
and Graevan together. Bauer, although he 
has no “rich aunt’”’ tn Hartford, is well 
known here, where he frequently came from 
Milwaukee to fish. 

Bauer's terror at the bad fix he appears 
to have got himself in is almost pitiful. He 
is a harmless looking German who has a 
good deal of difficulty with English, and 
the murder he apparently planned looks like 
the result of bad literature. When THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent was let into his cell 
he turned white, and choked asif fearing a 
new witness had been discovered against 
him. His story of the affair amounts al- 
most to a confession already. Bauer's wife 
and father-in-law had just seen him, and 
he had not yet recovered from their visit. 
Bauer contradicted himself half a dozen 
times while he talked, and insisted that the 
shooting was an accident, and that it had 
been done with Graevan’s revolver. He 
claimed to have lost his own wits when 
Graevan toppled over, and to have come to. 
town for help. When he reached. Hartford 
he was too badly scared, he said, to tell what 
had happened. 


Bauer Had a Good Reputation. 


The queer part of the affair is the excellent 
reputation that Bauer hasalwaysheld. His 
wife is proprietor of a small bakery at 475 
First street, Milwaukee. Bauer is said to 
work for another baking firm. Graevan 
formerly conducted small groceries at Mad- 
ison and Third avenues, and at Clinton and 
Walker streets, Milwaukee. He claims his 
last business was profitable and that he 
would never have sold out but for Bauer’s 
advice. Bauer, he says, has for the last 
year been solicitous about the amount of” 
money he had in bank. 

Bauer’s preliminary hearing on Wednes- 
day had to be postponed on account of 
-Graevan’s condtion. He will be taken to 
Hartford on June 6, when Graevan is ex- 
pected to be able to testify. 

All Hartford is ready to testify to seeing 
+ Bauer and Graevan together on Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, and nearly half the population ap- 
pears to have seen them drive away in the 
rig, which Graevan paid for. Graevan, more- 
over, had paid Bauer’s car fare from Mil- 
waukee and had stood all the expenses of the 
trip, he says. 

Sheriff Widdick is still in doubt regarding 
the amount of money that Graevan lost, but 
he is not yet familiar with the latter’s story 
at first hand. The Sheriff, however, believes 
it was considerably more than $100. The 
determination with which Bauer stuck to his 
purpose to kill Graevan indicates that ‘the 
amount of money must have been considera- 
ble, and Bauer was familiar with Graevan’s 
bank account.

CAN PROVE HIS CITIZENSHIP. 


Papers Proving Dr: Herz an American 
Citizen Now on Their Way to 
the United States. 


London, June 2.—Documents proving the 
American citizenship of Dr. Cornelius Herz, 
who was prominently connected with Pana- 
ma Canal matters, are now on their way to 
Washington. 

It is said that Secretary Day has informed 
Dr. Herz that if he can show he has done 
all possible without avail, through his law- 
yers, to obtain compensation from France 
for his seeming prosecution, the Unitetl 
States will take up his case. Consequently 
the gWorn proofs of his American citizen- 
ship are now on their way to the United 
States. | ; 

It was announced in January, 1897, that 
counsel for Dr. Herz presented at Washing- 
ton a claim for indemnity in the sum of 
$5,000,000 against the French government 
for the alleged illegal attempt to prosecute 
Dr. Herz. 

' (On Jan. 19, 1893, while Dr. Herz was stopping 
at Bournemouth, England, with his wife, he was 
arrested under extradition proceedings on a war- 
rant from the French government charging him 
with fraud and embezzlement growing out of 
the Panama Canal scandal. Under the law a 
prisoner wanted for the extradition must sppear 
at the Bow Street Police Court. Dr. Herz was 
confined to his bed by illness and so was unable 
to appear. The case was kept open and he was 
continued under arrest in his bed for four years. 
Then the British Parliament came to his relief 
and passed a special act that permitted the magis- 
trate to attend Herz’s bedside and take his testi- 


mony. 

This was done, and the magistrate promptly de- 
clared that the charges were invalid and scarcely 
deserving of notice. Herz was thereupon released 
from arrest. Meanwhile the French government 
had instituted numerous proceedings against him 
-in France and confiscated all his property and that 
of his wife. Dr. Herz alleged that this was per- 
secution pure and simple and that the French 
government knew even before his trial that the 
charges against him were baseless.. Therefore, 
claiming to have been injured in name and in

pic LARE HE KNOWS LITTLE ABOUT 
THE BREAD BUSINESS. 


Ridicule His Statement That Nine- 
‘'Tenths of the Cost of a Loaf Is in 
the Labor Involved in Making It— 
‘Figures Given to Show How the 
Price of Flour Counts to a Consider- 
gable Extent in Manufacturing the 
Staff of Life.

‘The bakers of Chicago are disposed to take 
issue with Joseph Leiter om the statement 
made by him in an interylew published in 
| Tue Tripunp yesterday to the effect that 
_nine-tenths of the cost of bread is in the 
labor involved in making it. The inference 
drawn from his remarks was that there was 
no substantial ground for the advance in 
price made by the bakers. Without excep- 
n the bakers declare Mr. Leiter’s state- 
ent to be exceedingly wide of the mark. 
“The simplest way of disposing of this 
statement of Mr. Leiter,” said F. R. Barn- 
eisel, President of H. H. Kohlsaat & Co., 
‘*ig to refer to the price of flour, which is in 
e neighborhood of $6.90 a barrel, and then 


say that from 250 to 275 loaves of bread 
n be made from this flour. The bread 
Wholesales at 5 cents a loaf to retailers, 
which makes its price to the large bakers at 
2.50 to $18.75. It is needless to say this is 
ot ten times the cost of the flour.” 
**1¢ Mr. Leiter should run a bakery fora 
thort time he would quickly discover the 
(irror of his figures,’’ said George Goldman, 
jnanager of the William Schmidt bakery. 
“The cost of flour constitutes at least 50 
per cent of the cost of bread. But this is 
hot the only cost. We have to figure in 
about 10 per cent for wages for drivers, 10 
| per cent for horses and wagons, another 10 
ber cent for stale bread, and when rent and 
ther expenses are paid you can see how 
Much profit is left.’’ 
' Standard Minnesota flour was quoted in 
Chicago yesterday at $6.50 a barrel. Repre- 
sentatives of the big milling firms say there 
has been no business for nearly a month and 
Vittle is expected at the present price. The 
big mills are only running enough to fill their 
orders and are accummulating no stock with 
wheat at its present price. — | 
- Flour reached the highest mark in several 
years on May 9, when it was quoted at $8 a 
barrel, and since then it has been dropping 
‘gradually. On Saturday last it was quoted 
here at $7.40. The price in Minneapolis 
soars far above the Chicago quotations.
